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REPORT OF THE GAFNEY LIBRARY, INC. 
For the Year 1967 


Gafney Library has been serving our 
community since August 28, 1925. 


Circulation for 1967 totaled 12,448, 
an increase of 3,332 over 1966 figures, 
with a monthly high in August of 1,472. 
Books loaned divided as follows: Adult 
Fiction, 4,734, Non-Fiction, 1,314, Juve- 
nile Fiction, 5,854, Non-Fiction, 546. 


Book purchases totaled 453, Adult 
Fiction, 197, Non-Fiction, 24, Juvenile 
Fiction, 191, Non-Fiction, 51. Books 
generously donated totaled 276, Adult 
Fiction, 187, Non-Fiction, 22, Juvenile 
Fiction, 61, Non-Fiction 6. We now have 
6,583 volumes on our shelves. 


Bookmobile books borrowed totaled 
2,809 plus 216 borrowed direct from State 
Library. 


Gafney Library now has 38 Life Mem- 
bers. Annual members for 1967 totaled 51.

At the Paul School Mr. James Graham 
replaced Mrs. Ethel Mazza. Mr. Walter S. 
Ray replaced Mrs. Martha Towle requiring 
the reassignment of Mrs. Eastman to the 
second and third grade. Mrs. Eleanor 
Horne was added to the staff and teaches 
Grade 2 in the room which was originally 
scheduled to be the kitchen, 


Due to the technicality of not 
publishing notice of public hearing and 
special meeting of the Authorized Region- 
al Enrollment Area (AREA) vote of 7 June 
1967, it will be necessary for the dis- 
trict to again vote on the issue. An 
appropriate Article is in your annual 
school district warrant. 


In order to insure secondary educa- 
tion for your children it is necessary 
for the district to join the AREA concept 
or join other communities in the Coopera- 
tive Regional School. 
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The last 5 years have shown an emergence 
of a new militancy on the part of school 
teachers in the United States. Our daily 
newspapers feature front page headlines 
reporting teacher strikes or sanctions 
across the nation. 


Direct negotiations in education 
with school boards is becoming more and 
more popular in New Hampshire. By collec- 
tive negotiation is meant a process where- 
by the teachers choose an organization to 
represent them. This organization meets 
together with the school board. The two 
together and jointly, set and determine 
the salaries and working conditions of 
the teachers in that school district. This 
is a bilateral decision making process as 
apposed to a unilateral decision making 
process. The agreements that are reached 
in negotiations are put in a form of a 
written document signed by both parties. 
The New Hampshire Association of School 
Administrators has adopted a legal form to 
be used in New Hampshire. 


The reason for the above description 
of collective negotiation is to make the 
general public aware of what they may face 
in the future, for example that as of this 
writing, some of the immediate goals of 
the NHEA are as follows: a base starting 
salary of $5,600, improved working condi- 
tions, increased sick leave, partial pay- 
ment of group, life and health insurance, 
a signed professional negotiations agree- 
ment, etc. 


In closing we would like to express 
our appreciation for the cooperation from 
the School Board, teachers, children, and 
citizens of the community given to this 
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office in the past year. We will need 
your continued cooperation for the best 
interest of the boys and girls in your 
schools.
